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SUMMARY 


A.  storage  area  (Figure  1)  is  located  2 
kilometers  (km)  southeast  of  Grodno  (53-40N 
023-50E).  The  installation  is  not  rail  served, 
but  has  all-weather  secondary  road  access  to 
Grodno.  The  installation  is  located  on  the  south 
side  of  the  Neman  River  in  a partly  wooded 
area.  Several  military  installations  are  lo- 
cated in  the  Grodno  area;  however,  their  as- 
sociation with  this  area  or  the  military  sig- 
nificance of  the  area  is  not  determined. 

The  installation  (Figures  2 and  3)  covers 
approximately  125  acres  and  contains  seven 
storage  buildings  and  three  support  buildings. 
The  internal  road  network  indicates  the  pos- 
sibility of  additional  storage  buildings  or  bunkers 


which  are  possibly  obscured  by  tree  foliage. 

Two  small  figure-8  driver  training  courses, 
visible  on  summer  coverage,  appear  to  be  lightly 
used. -|

•This  area  is  covered  by  11  KEYHOLE  mis- 
sions between  March  1962  and  February  1964. 
Comparative  analysis  reveals  the  same  general 
level  of  usage  during  this  period,  with  reduced 
usage  during  the  winter  months.  No  significant 
changes  in  the  installation  are  observed. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Road  Service 

An  all-weather  secondary  road  provides 
access  to  Grodno. 

General  Storage  Area 

Area  E has  seven  storage  buildings  and 
three  support  buildings.  Track  activity  indi- 
cates the  storage  buildings  are  in  use. 


Driver  Training  Areas 

Areas  Ml  and  M2  are  small,  figure-8  tracks. 
Track  activity  indicates  only  light,  intermittent 
usage  during  the  summer  months. 
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
